DEATH CLAIMS ITS OWN.

The Last Hours and Death of Judge Jeres
miah 8. Black—A Penceful and Hopefual .
End of an Aetive Life,

YORE, Po., Ang. 19,
Judge Jeremiah 8, Black dled at.2:10 this

morning. Though not unexpected, his
death was sudden and was a shock to the
ecommunity. On Saturday morning he
seemed somewhat better, but the improve-
ment was too slight to justify a hope of
recovery. An unfavorable change began
sbout four in the afternocon, and he grad-
ually grew worse, but remained conscious
almost to the end and died peacefully.
From the beginning of his illness Judge
Black believed he would never recover and
was perfectly resigned.
